osophical principles.” This tabic simply 
showed the weaklier that wou ld follow 
“changes” of the moon at the different 
hou rs of the day. 
The absu rdity of this 
ru bbish—iu which there are u nfortu nate* 
ly still many believers—is evident when 
it is considered that the moon is changing 
continu ally and steadily, and not at qu ar­ 
ter-monthly intervals. 
That there is no 
connection whatever between the moon’s 
phases and the weather has been shown 
by the most elaborate comparisons of 
meteorological records, 
in which 
the 
Greenwich observations for forty years 
were carefu lly collated with the moon’s 
phases for that period 
The solitary ob­ 
servable effect of the moon u pon ou r at. 
mosphere was believed by Sir John Her- 
schcl to be a tendency to the disappear­ 
ance of light fleecy clou ds u nder the mil 
moon, and this he attribu ted to the heat 
radiated from its su rface. 
Theoretically 
the moon should produ ce slight tides in 
ou r atmosphere twice a day, and Prof. 
Daniel has been able to detect these tides 
by close barometrical observation.

moon no more effects, our weather than 
the tun’s passage of the equator produces

A finger laid upon an oar, or the g un­ 
wale of an ov erturned boat, or a lx>ard, 
or almost any floating sul/stance, will 
sustain the human body in calm water. 
Persons who hav e 1/een properly taught, 
and hav e acquired the habit of acting 
w ith self {» ossession in the water when 
they are upset, do not attempt to climb 
upon the ov erturned boat, but simply 
take hold of it and quietly support them ­ 
selv es. 
A boat half filled w ith water, or 
completely ov erturned, w ill support as 
m any j>erson8 as can g et their hands upon 
the gunwa le, if they behav e quietly. 
In 
a case of accident, a person who under­ 
stands and acts in accordance with these 
facts would stand a better chance of be­ 
ing sav ed, ev en if he were a poor swim ­ 
mer, than an expert swimmer would 
stand who should lose his presence of 
m ind.— Hebrew J ournal._____
